Marshal’s boots were to see twenty 
leagues a day as a regular perform­ 
ance; 416 miles every 24 hours, 17 
miles every hour.

Marshal stands on the deck of the 
great French liner, and watches the 
sky-line of New York fade out into 
the New World horizon, he will be 
carrying memories of as strenuous a 
campaign as ever was waged on the 
M arne; of toastm asters by the score, 
of honorary degrees, of a host of sta­ 
tion masters and trainm en, and in­ 
spections, corner stones laid, and of 
slices of America running all the way 
from New England's rock-bound coast 
to the sunny slopes of bonny Cali­ 


fornia. 
H e will have seen the great 
wheat fields of the Dakotas, the vast 
plains of Texas, and the plantations 
of the S o u th o ld ; a good deal more, 
it is safe to say, than it is given to 
the average American citizen to sec 
in all his lifetim e. 
Only a few weeks ago, the Ameri­ 
can leg io n brought Marshal Foch to 
the U nited States as tho guest of tht 
legion and began piloting him around 
this country. 
A t first the officials of 
the Legion were careful about mak­ 
ing the M arshal's trip one th a t wou’d 
not prove too strenuous for him. B ut 
they found th at the man who led the 
allied troops to victory in the World 
W ar was a great deal more strenu­ 
ous than they had estimated. 
For 
M arshal Foch said he wanted to see 
the U nited States from top to bottom 
and from one side to the other, and 
that too fast a pace could not be set 
for him. 
Therefore a trip which had 
at first

weeks w as extended to seven weeks

new income tax law which has been 
passed by Congress and became a 


law immediately. 
, 
“The man of yesterday, with an in­ 
come of less than $5000 who had a 
wife and two children to support, 
was permitted an exemption of only 
$2002 and $200 for each child. Today 
he is allowed an exemption of $2500 
and $400 for each child or person de­ 
pendent on him,” according to W. E. 
Langdon, certified public accountant 
and industrial engineer of Columbus. 
“Everyone must 
make 
returns,” 
cautions Mr. Langdon. “The single 
man with $1000 income a year ,the 
married man whose net income is 
$2000 a year, and the man whoso 
net income is not taxable, but who 
has a gross income of $5,000, all 
must take out tax returns if they 
want to come within the law- 
“Corporations are differently 
af­ 
fected. Where heretofore all corpora­ 
tions were allowed an exemption of 
$2000, this now applies only to those 
whose incomes are less than $25,000. 
Corporations will pay 12 1-2 per cent 
income tax instead of IO per cent 
excess profits tax to pay after Jan- 
after 1921. However, there will be no 
excess profits tax to pay after Jan­ 
uary I, 1922.”
